An: officer of the Legion, re- 
cently . transferred to Paris, 
stated that some 800 Germuns 
apply dy in the French 
occupation zone. The Legion 
limits the number of Germans 
who can join and takes only 
specialists, But Germans make 
up two-thirds of the 30 pereent 
which have been recruited from 
Central Europe since the war, 
he said. ‘ 

“The Germans who try to enlist 
nre mostly displaced Sudetens, re- 
fugees from the enstern territorics, 
or those who have lost falth In the 
ue of their country,” the officer 
sald, :

Referees are required to 
treat any expressions ‘of dissent as 
ungentlemanly conduct, which, 
means that the -offending player 
should be cautloned, and, if the ball is 
in plny at the ‘time of the offence, 
the Referee should award ao free 
nel against the offending player's 
cam. 


In local football the most com- 


mon offences under Law 12, the law.|- 


which deals with fouls and miscon- 
duct, are pushing, holding, and 
jumping at opponents, There is no 
yossible excuse for any of these 
offences and, usually, there is very 
little doubt ahout the intention of 
the culprits. If the letter of the 
law -were obeyed strictly, referees 
would caution any . player who 
persisted in any form of. infringe- 
ment of the laws. Once’ having 
given that caution the Referee 
should’ allow players no moro 
rope. Football is.a game scen at 
its best, and enfoyed at its best, with 
least interference from the referce's 
whistle. © Players who persistently 
infringe the laws are spoiling the 
game for every one.

The trouble with Bob 
ran was that he did not take 
cnough enre in the financial 
sense, Thal was the cause’ of 
his downfall. . 

Here was a mon of immense 
abilities; of restless energy, and 
tremendous drive who, starting 
from nothing, had built up in 
26 years a business doing more 


‘than £2,000,000 of work n year. 


Like other self-made men 
before him, Tarran wanted to 
keen it all under his own ‘con- 
trol.

With ‘oll such pictures, shoot as - 
close to your subject as your 
camera permits., It may be, if you 
use a box camera, that you — will 
have to Include much dptall that 
might better be omitted. If this is - 
the case, the best policy !s to crop 
the finished ‘print carefully. Re- . 
member that .the hands themselves 
should tell. the whole story. Crop-
